Mrs. Macmooney, who was quite a

Ten days later she was perfectly strong, 
and had gained twenty-seven pounds in 
weight; she then returned to her home in 
Virginia, where she intended founding an 
orphan school for delicate girls who might 
enjoy the comforts and attention attain- 
able only in a well regulated home, as 
well as the benefits of a sound moral and 
secular education. In this enterprise she 
was warmly seconded by our friends, Dr. 
Maxwell and Mrs. Finchley, and when 
next we hear of her we shall find her a 
robust, hearty woman, the center of a 
thriving community of growing girls, de- 
veloping not only in physical grace and 
vigor, but what is far more important, in 
all that pertains to true womanhood and 
fits its possessor for usefulness on earth 
and immediate blessedness hereafter.

A Prophecy Verified. 


Eorrose cr Goros Gare: 

Dear Sir: While in San Francisco re- 
cently, in a conversation with H. W. 
Abbott, the ‘‘ Boy Healer,” at 112 Mason 
street, be related to me an incident which if 
corroborated by other evidence ought to be

We then rode over the identical 
ground that has been laid out for ‘Summer- 
land,’ and on arriving there I sawas plainly 
as I ever səw any town or city, that land coy- 
ered with buildings and streets, and said 
to Mr. Williams: 

“I see right where we are a town— 
houses all around—streets, and all the ap- 
purtenances that usually accompany a 
thickly settled community.

Haanie:—Will you kindly state plainly 
your understanding of the meaning of Sub-Con- 
scioas Mind. E. K, Sap Fraschoo. 

So Gr as | am able to grasp this subject, 
it would seem that ** Sub-Conscious Mind” 
is that underlying unit of consciousness in 
which individua! consciousness is included. 
It is Universal Consciousness, the sum of 
all, and in which everything from an atom 
to the crown of manifested existence i, 
each expressing in its degree, Sub-Con- 
scious Mind. I am quite aware that to 
many the prefix suð, would imply some- 
thing inferior in state or quality. I think 
Webster gives the most comprehensive 
idea of the prefix sud, in his definition of 
the word *' substance, from Latin sudsfare, 
to be under or present, to stand firm; 

from prefix sé, under, and s/are to stand.” 

The divine consciousness is that which 
stands under, or is the subject of certain 
states of consciousness which we know as 
finite. If you accept my explanation, you 
will infer that Sub-Conscious Mind 1s the 
only real mind, and that as we individually 
develop we find we are #/. We hear a 
great deal of talk about mortal and im- 
mortal mind, There can be but One 
Infinite, and consequently immortal mind, 
but there is a vast amount of mortal error 
resulting from the limitation which the A// 
finds in these centers of divine energy 
which we name man.
